REMARKS /ARGUMENTS 

Reconsideration of this application in light of the above 
amendments and following comments is courteously solicited. 

The Examiner indicates in his final rejection that the 
claims of the instant application did not require an 
oil-in-water emulsion. Applicant disagrees with the Examiner's 
interpretation of the claims. Be that as it may. Applicant by 
the instant amendment clearly sets forth a preparation 
comprising an oil-in-water emulsion. Accordingly, claim 33 
clearly patentably defines over the cited and applied prior art 
references which are drawn to water-in-oil emulsions. 

In light of the foregoing, the early issuance of a formal 
notice of allowance is respectfully requested. 

With regard to the rejection of claim 51 under 35 U.S.C. 
112, Applicant by the instant amendment has amended claim 51 to 
add the qualifying phase "in the form of triglycerides, liquid 
fatty acid esters or mineral oil". It is submitted that claim 
51 as amended complies with the formal requirements of 35 U.S.C. 
112. 

In light of the foregoing, it is submitted that all of the 
claims are in condition for allowance and the early issuance of 
a formal notice of allowance is respectfully requested.
